This Act may be ôitod as the I>ay- 
light Savings .Vet. 

Interpretation. 

In this Aol, unless the context ollicr- 
wL>ve requires: "Normal Time" ahol'. 
signify the standard time at any point 
in the Dominion o>f Canada as defined 
by existing Acts, 

"f-'ummer Thno" shall signify the 
standard titn<i as defined under the 
provisions of this Act. 

"Aotual Time" «hall signify the time 
at any arpot as deterrolned by astro- 
nomical consldemtlons, and shall bo 
furtli. v specified .ts "meian .-lO'ar lime" 
oi jnoau Bi<iorcal lime," .u the case may 
roqulvp. 

This clause ot interpretation shall bo 
deemed to be included in and to form 
part of this Act. 

At two o'clock In the morning of the 
first day of .March In each year tho 
normal time shall bo advanced^ on« 
hour ixactly, at a-^luh hour all instru- 
ments shall bo advanced one hour 
oxaotly.
